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Army Chaplain Has Varied Duties 


By LAURA BARRE 


Marriage, future jobs and money 
top the list of problems a soldier 
consults his chaplain about, ac 
cording to Chaplain (Lt. Col.) 
Julian S. Ellenberg, post chaplain 
at Ft. McPherson... 


A great many men also go to 
the chaplain when they need 
emergency leave or extension of 
leave, or when they feel that the 
Army has mis-assigned them or 
*“‘made them feel like square pegs 
in round holes,’”’ the chaplain said. 

*‘Men who do not intend to make 
the Army a career are very much 
concerned about what they will do 
when they get out,”’ he said. ‘‘And 
men who feel they are not doing 
the job they are fitted for in the 
Army are usually quite miserable.”’ 


Sometimes men ask the chaplain 
to help them get stationed nearer 
their homes because they have ill 
or aged parents. Being close 
enough to visit at home on week- 
ends means a lot to men in such 
situations, he said. 


OFTEN INTERCEDES 


When he feels that a soldier’s 
request is justified Chaplain Ellen- 
berg intercedes with the proper 
authorities. ‘‘The Army is most co- 
operative and anxious to do the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber of men,’’ he said. He is able 
to help about 98 per cent of the 
men who ask him to intercede for 
them. 

Many men come to the chaplain 
with their marital problems, and 
he can recall instances when he 
was able to help the couple save 
the marriage even after divorce 
papers were filed. 

“There is a lot of adjusting to 
be done in the Army,” he said, 
‘and unless ‘the soldier and his 
wife are emotionally mature they 
frequently have difficulty fitting 
their lives to the situations in 
which they find themselves.” 


PRIVATE INTERVIEWS 


The chaplain holds private in- 
terviews in his office at the chapel 
during office hours, but he is on 
call 24 hours a day. After hours 
conferences are held in his quar- 
ters. 

Chaplain Ellenberg’s apartment 
is filled with trophies from all 
over the world. They include a 
banner that Richard the Lion 
Hearted is said to have carried 
in the Third Crusade, an_intri- 
cately carved elephant tusk and 
wooden screen, a Japanese sword 
‘and hari kari knife inlaid with 
silver, and an Igorot scalping hat- 
chet. 


The most prominent place in his 
living room is occupied by a per- 
sonal altar on which rest a Bible, 
an Episcopal prayer book and 
several books of devotionals. 

The chaplain’s daily schedule in- 
cludes, in addition to counseling, 
visits to the men in the stockade, 
character guidance lectures, wed- 
dings and funerals as well as all 
the routine matters involved in 
running a church. 


SUNDAY SERVICES 


On Sundays he conducts services 
at the stockade chapel, Episcopal 
and general Protestant services at 
the post chapel and frequently 
serves as guest speaker in Atlanta 
Episcopal churches. 


“Although I am an Episcopa- 
lian, the Army: is not concerned 
with denominations,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
the subject is seldom mentioned 
when I counsel.”’ 

Chaplain Ellenberg has organized 
three choirs at the chapel—a junior 
choir, a choir that sings at Epis- 
copal services and a choir that 
sings at general Protestant ser- 
vices. 

All post services are well attend-

Keep Us Free 


Organized labor had its beginnings 
in this country early in the last century. 
Like our political institutions, it grew 
to its present status from local organi- 
zations which slowly accepted national 
direction while retaining, as do our po- 
litical ones, certain local authority. 

It is not surprising that labor looks 
at itself today and sees that, along with 
nations and governments, it has not yet 
come to full maturity. It has, as do 
some nations, good leadership and bad. 
Like many peoples, it is confused and 
divided and wondering what is ahead 
for all of us in. the great struggle be- 
tween the two ideologies, totalitarian 
ana free. 

Certainly the American worker 
knows that the so-called workers’ para- 
dise in nations ruled by Communists 1s 
a bitter lie and that trade unions are 
literally slaves to the rulers of such 
countries. 

Capitalism, which began to develop 
a social consciousness and_ produced 
thereby the profit dollar with an obli- 
gation, has given both the craft and 
mass-production worker more free- 
dom, more power and more responsi- 
bility than any other system. 

i ee 

In a sense, it is capitalism's asso- 
ciation with labor which has produced 
our unique capitalist society. 

In Latin countries, and in many in 
Europe, the capitalist class has been 
unwilling to surrender privileges or 
profits for the common good. Pres- 
sure to do that in this country resulted 
in the income and inheritance taxes and 
various developments in social security. 
Tnese are openly socialistic measures 
adapted by a maturing capitalism to fit 
a need. In those countries where the 
smicll, so-called ruling class has hugged 
to its breast every cent of profit which 
could be squeezed from the workers, 
there is no stability of government and 
no unity of purpose. There is a grow- 
ing, alarming tendency toward “strong 
men’ and regimentation of labor—as by 
Peron in Argentina. 

The fact both labor and _ business 
see that voluntary action, endorsed by 
the ballot, has made the capitalist sys- 
ten) one which does the most for more 
people is the most important develop- 
ment in our modern political history. 
It explains why we are what we are. 

Labor, like the rest of us, has its 
problems and its communists, its needs 
for discipline and for cleaning out 
corruption. 

For example, there is no more shock- 
ine story than the one from Augusta, 
Ga., in which striking bus drivers re- 
portediy confess to throwing dyna- 
mite and boast that the union will en- 
dorse them and stand behind them. 

No matter what the feelings of the 
state’s union labor may be, it cannot 
fail to refute this sort of thing with 
all possible speed and emphasis.

come to maturity. Neither has too 
much time. As we look at Russia and 
the future, we see again that if we do 
not all hang together we assuredly will 
be chained to the machines of those 
whe will master us.

Our capitalist society is truly unique. 
Failure to understand and maintain the 
delicate balance which supports it would 
bring disaster.

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Nation Does Not Need 
Bricker Amendment 


Passage of the proposed Bricker 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution 
limiting the President's treaty-making 


power would place a dangerous hob- 


ble upon the Chief Executive. 

That is what Dean Rusk, native 
Georgian, president of the Rockefeller 
Foundation and former high-ranking 
State department official, told the Am- 
vets at their national convention last 
week. 

Mr. Rusk pointed out that the dan- 
ger implicit in curbing the President’s 
treaty-making power lies in setting up 
“mechanical obstacles” against the con- 
stitutional authority of the executive 
branch “to act wisel? as well as un- 
wisely.” 

What he meant was that there come 
times when the President of the United 
States must act quickly, as when Thom- 
as Jefferson bought the Louisiana Ter- 
-ritory for 4 cents an acre and doubled 
the area of this nation. Had Jefferson 
been hamstrung by such a provision as 
Senator Bricker proposes, we might 


have missed out on one of the greatest 
teal estate deals in history. 
Dean Rusk pointed out, too, that the 


Constitution already provides. safe- 
uards against unwise treaty commit- 
mer.ts—the two-thirds Senate vote re- 


quired for treaty ratification and the* 


right of Congress to’amend treaties by 
a mere majority in both houses. 

_ After he spoke, the Amvets stood 
firmly against the Bricker proposal by 
a lopsided vote. They deplored it as 
threatening to disturb our long-stand- 
ing, systems of checks and balances. 

That is their position, that is the 
position of President Eisenhower. That 
is ours. 

Our sovereignty is safe without en- 
acitment of the Bricker Amendment.

9,000,000 who get there without a car.

The Russians Have 


Only One Goal 


It is difficult to reconcile Malen- 
kov’s promises of shoes, housing, pretty 
dresses, and other consumer goods to 
the Russian people with Soviet budget 
figures that show the same percentage 
of income going to armaments. 

In other words, if there is to be 
the same amount of guns and more 
butter, where is the butter coming 
from? The fact is there can be little 
increase in the Russian standard of liv- 
ing in the immediate future, although 
Malenkov might well know whereof he 
speaks in the long range. 

For one thing, the Stalin program 
of devoting the bulk of the people’s 
energies to building up an industrial 
plant and armaments may have suc- 
ceeded beyond our knowledge. 

With their absolute control of pro- 
duction and distribution, Soviet leaders 
can permit small increases in the civil- 
ian standards of living and their starv- 
ing slaves will greet any handout with 
humble gratitude. It would, therefore, 
be foolish to anticipate any letug in the 
Soviet arms race. 


Malenkov has set Russia firmly on 
one course—the building up of Soviet 
power and the division of the Western 
alitance. Any concessions he makes 
along the way to cement his own power 
must be interpreted in the light of that 
objective. If he can sell himself to the 
Seviet masses as the man who brings 
with him’a better existence, he will 
have passed a major roadblock on his 
road to absolute power.

Douglas Twists 
Postal Rate Facts 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Paul Douglas 
(Dem., Ill.) would be classed as a ‘‘Lib- 
eral’’ by members of his party and hence 
as one who condemns loose charges and 

wants investigating 

committees — in fact, 

all members of Con- 

gress—not to indict any- 

body without proof and 

to refrain from charac- 

terassassination 

against amy group of 

citizens, whether it be 

the clergy or the press. 

Yet a prepared state- 

ment just issued by the 

Be Illinois senator puts him 

in the very category which he and other 

‘‘Liberals’’ have so often condemned— 

politicians who accuse without proof and 

who do not hesitate to impugn the integrity 

of a whole group of citizens if it suits a 

political purpose to do so. Here is what 
Senator Douglas Says: 

‘Is the administration postal rate plan 
a payoff for the publishers? It is a fact that 
the 10 top magazine publishers in the coun- 
try account for over three-fourths of the to- 
tal value of second-class mail, and it is also 
a fact that all 10 of these publishers sup- 
ported the Republican ticket in 1952. 

‘The previous Democratic administra- 
tior had sought to cut their subsidies dras- 
tically in order to protect the taxpayer. It 
is striking how the political philosophy of 
the publishers coincides with their contin- 
uing to receive hundreds of millions of dol- 
lar: in mailing subsidies. I think I should 
add that the big newspapers do not get 
much of this subsidy.”’ 

The senator’s statement implies that 
magazine publishers are the beneficiaries 
of a Republican administration and perhaps 
were not so benefited under a Democratic 
regime. But the fact is the Democratic 
party controlled both houses of Congress 
for 18 of the last 20 years. Would it be 
proper now for some Republican senator to 
charge that the Democrats had hoped to 
receive the favor of the publishers and 
didn’t increase the postal rates as much as 
they should have been increased, and now 
are disappointed that their efforts to bribe 
tiie publishers by low rates didn’t bear 
fruit? 

During the 1952 campaign, Sen. Olin 
Johnston (Dem., S. C.) threatened a con- 
gressional investigation of postal rates be- 
cause he said some large magazines were 
supporting the Eisenhower candidacy. 

The essential fact which Senator Doug- 
las omitted is that most big newspapers 
have their own carrier systems direct to 
the homes of subscribers. That is why they 
don’t share the second-class mail-rate ad- 
vantages to the same extent as nationally 
Douglas also omit- 
ted to tell the public that the large maga- 
zine publishers now are bitterly opposing 
the increases recommended by the Elisen- 
hower administration.

WASHINGTON—Nothing better attests to 
the continued popularity President Ejisen- 
hower holds with the country than the 
spirited rivalry that has developed between 
Democrats and Republicans over’ which 
party gave him the most support in the 
session of Congress recently ended.

the 83rd Congress. , 

Johnson had flatly declared Democrats 
in the House and Senate had rescued Eisen- 
hower from the claws of the Republican 
Old Guard. * 

Other Democrats have joined Johnson 
in telling the country that if the voters 
stil’ wanted Eisenhower to succeed in his 
program they had better elect Democrats 
to Congress next year instead of Repub- 
licans. 

It just is not so, Ferguson replied. 
The Republicans, he says, have given the 
President his main support on vital phases 
of the administrative program. 

Both sides have been able to build up 
imposing statistics to support their claims. 
Without bothering to say which side has the 
superior claim, the point of it is that both 
are vying with each other in setting up the 
contention that the President would not 
have fared so well without their support. 

The contrasting situation is that at a 
similar period in the late President Roose 
velt’s first term Republicans were hurling 
all kinds of epithets at his administration, 
and former President Truman later experi- 
enced the same treatment. Before that 
the Democrats, then in the minority, started 
tearing President Hoover to bits hardly 
before he had served six months. 

The Eisenhower honeymoon period has 
lasted much longer. He may be said to 
have been lucky in going through his first 
session of Congress without a bitter parti- 
san attack being launched on his program 
or administration. 

At their meeting in Chicago the middle 
of this month the Democrats may loosen 
up and start an attack on some of the ad- 
ministration’s policies. Two of the princi- 
pal speakers will be Mr. Truman and Adlai 
Stevenson, past nominee of the party. Both 
have held their peace in good grace since 
the elections of last year. 

It is premature to say the Democrats 
are planning a campaign in 1954 built on 
the support they have given Eisenhower 
in Congress. For the record will not be 
sufficiently written until the next session 
ends. It may well be that heavy Demo- 
cratic opposition will be expressed to many 
parts of the President's program to be 
taken up in January. In that case there 
would be ‘no basis for asserting the claim 
of Democratic co-operation with the ad- 
ministration.

Courage Is a Necessary Ingredient 


In Providin 2 Continental Defense 


‘Total’ defense against military attack 
is always a beguiling idea. Equally, it is 
always illusory. General Ridgway has 
now applied this hard truth to the worst 
kind of attack imaginable—atomic and 
hydrogen bombing. 

It was a truth which needed 
because in the last several months 
has been considerable discussion about the 
possibility of achieving total, or nearly total, 
defense. A lot of the discussion was pre- 
cipitated by a special study group report 
that the United States could be rendered 
all but invulnerable by vastly improving 
tne so-called ‘‘early warning’’ service. 

This meant not only the familiar con- 
cept of a radar screen girdling the conti- 
nent, but also fighter and guided missile 
Stations ‘in depth,’’ so that the 
bomber which got through the first circle 
would be shot down in the second, or if not 
in that, then in the third or fourth. The 
culmination of these circles, reminiscent of 
Dante’s Inferno, was to be a ringing of our 
great cities and other prime targets with 
Nike guided missiles, allegedly near fool- 
proof. 

The administration didn’t buy this plan, 
at least not in anything like its entirety. 
The United States and Canada do have ele- 
ments of it—an incomplete early warning 
service including a radar screen, the be- 
ginnings of Nike rings around U. S. cities. 
One reason the administration did not go 
through with the proposals in toto is that 
according to some estimates they would 
have added $26,000,000,000 or so to the mili- 
tary budget, now running around $42,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

Now $26,000,000,000 or any figure may 
seem piddling in relation to survival, and 
precisely this argument is implied by the 
proponents of ‘‘total’’ defense. Yet General 
Ridgway is only being realistic in suggest- 
ing that as a practical matter the sum 
would not have been added to the military 
budget but subtracted from other types of 
defenses and deterrents; attempting to cre 
ate an airproof air screen, he said, would 
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attacking, 


using up all the national resources 
purpose. 

words, $26,000,000,000 would be 
and if you elected to have 
an air-proof air screen you couldn't have 
much else. You couldn't have, for exam- 
ple. the efficiency of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, ready at any moment to rain re- 
taliatory nuclear bombs on the Soviet Union; 
in time, probably, you couldn't even have a 
SAC But the SAC’s ability is by definition 
a main deterrent to attack. 

But more than money, the real hitch 
is that ‘‘total’’ defense can never be made 
total. It needs only one hydrogen bomber 
fo get through the circles of hell and New 
York City, or.Oak Ridge, Tenn., lies oblit- 
erated. And that one, or more, cannot be 
prevented from getting through, General 
Ridgway makes clear, as other experts 
before him have.. The history of war is that 
new defensive weapons breed their own 
counteroffensive weapons; for instance, 
some guided missiles can be ‘‘befuddled’’ 
by infernal gadgets in attacking bombers. 

The administration, then, is doing so far 
what common sense dictates. It is not neg- 
lecting continental defense, but neither 1s 
it letting Soviet possession of hydrogen de- 
vices stampede it into the never-never land 
of ‘‘total’’ defense. 

In this it seems to us the administration 
has the tacit support of the people. Some 
might argue that the great calm which has 
prevailed in the wake of the news from the 
Soviet Union merely indicates stupefaction 
at the enormity of possible thermonuclear 
warfare, but we think it not so. We think, 
rather, that the people have been long con- 
ditioned to the realization that atomic 
bombs can fall on this country—and in their 
impact if not in their principle hydrogen 
bombs are a development of, not a depar- 
ture from, atom bombs. 

Terror, like ‘‘total’’ defense, has its point 
of diminishing returns. And if the terror 
should be translated into reality, the people 
wil! work through their circles of hell to 
panic-less acceptance, even as the British 
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did in 1940. That is thé truly total defense.

It isn’t always possible for a Christian 
to live according to the high standards of 
Jesus Christ, but he must ever strive 
toward the goal to which Christ pointed 
when He said, “‘Be ve perfect, even as 
your father which is in heaven is perfect.” 

Christ has given to each of His disciples 
an obligation to be Christlike. The influ- 
ence of a Christian's example is more im- 
portant than what he says. Emerson 
wrote, ‘“‘What you are rings so loudly in 
my ears that I cannot hear what you say.” 
Another has written, ‘‘I’d rather see than 
hear a sermon.”’ 

Everything a Christian does, 
and indifferently, is marking 
follower of Christ either in spirit or 
only. This is a hard truth to accept, 
it is nevertheless true. 

When a Christian businessman, for in- 
stance, follows questionable practices in 
‘his business life, he gives the lie to his 
profession in Christ, and no doubt some 
non-Chrjstians condemn all Christianity be- 
cause of his individual example. No mat- 
ter how eloquently we sing a hymn on 
Sunday, the test of faith is the eloquence 
with which we practice the Golden Rule 
on Monday.

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U.S. Must Act 
As World Leader 


WASHINGTON—As fine a testament of 
faith in our freedoms, of their meaning in 
our history and our place in the world, and 
as stern a warning against chipping any 
of them away as has come from the Eisen- 
hower administration is that by Assistant 
Secretary of State Thurston B. Morton in 
his keynote address to the AMVETS con- 
vention in Indianapolis. He did not have to 

call any names. It was 
clear about whom and 
what he was talking— 
those who have reck- 
lessly threatened per- 
sonal freedoms in their 
exaggerated and mis- 
placed zeal in fighting 
communism. That, so 
far as the State depart- 
ment is concerned, 
means chiefly Senator 
McCarthy. What Thur- 
ston Morton ‘said carries special signifi- 
cance not only because he is a high State 
department official but because, as assist- 
ant secretary for congressional relations, 
‘he is the direct connection between the de- 
patrment and Congress, and because he 
was, himself, a member of Congress. 


Declaring at Indianapolis that America 
must act, as well as speak, as the leader 
of the free world, Morton said we must 
practice what we preach and set an exam- 
ple to the rest of the world ‘‘that will make 
erystal clear the contrast between our de 
mocracy and the totalitarian communism 
which seeks to destroy it.’’ 


‘“‘We must,” he said, ‘‘appreciate the 
mature of our strength. We must not give 
in to misguided fear regardless of how dif- 
ficult our problems become. We must re- 
member that all the munitions in the world 
mean nothing to those who lack the moral 
stamina to wield them in self-defense. ... 


‘‘We dare not toy with any of our pre- 
eious liberties in the false belief that we 
can find security in the process. There can 
be no security for an America without in- 
dividual liberty. These are no idle words. 

— **Now, I believe we need a sound secu- 
rity program in this country, particularly 
in the field of government employment. I 
think the Eisenhower administration has 
met the need for such a program. I be- 
lieve we need to take every conceivable 
security precaution against sabotage and 
communist infiltation. 

‘“T believe Congress has an obligation 
to conduct regular investigations into the 
manner in which the government is operat- 
ing with a view to finding out whether or 
not the taxpayer is getting his money’s 
worth in efficiency. 

“But I also believe in freedom of the 
press, freedom of speech, freedom of assem- 
b!y and in the right to be considered inno- 
cent until such time as you have been duly 
adjudged by a jury sifting the evidence 
presented in a court of law. 

‘‘! believe in freedom to express your 
opinion no matter how unpopular it may 
be. Freedom of expression lies at the very 
bedrock of our American democracy.”’

Dave Beck Called 
No. 1 in Labor 


NEW YORK—tThe shaggy little man, 
Sam Gompers, who started this thing called 
labor some 70 years ago while hustling 
about in his frayed bedroom slippers be- 
cause neither he nor the old labor move- 
ment had the price of a pair of shoes, would 
hardly recognize the place if he dropped in 
this Labor Day. 

Unlike labor abroad, America’s unions 
are ‘‘capitalist’’ unions. They have no 
nationwide party of their own—and presi- 
dents woo their millions in money and 
manpower. Since the most powerful of all 
labor men would be one of the handful of 
Americans who will really affect the na- 
tion’s policies, this Labor Day week end 
is the moment to conjecture: Just who is 
this most powerful man inside labor today? 
_ There is the aging John Lewis; the whirl- 
windish, mercury-tongued young Walter 
Reuther; that husky juggernaut, the new 
AFL president George Meany, and a 
stocky, blue-eyed fellow by name of Dave 
Beck, who has come out of the West to 
build the giant Teamsters Brotherhood 
which controls everything that rolls on 
wheels over these United States. 

As the single most powerful labor leader 
today, and therefore the man to examine 
closely, this column picks Dave Beck. His 
union of 1,179,901 gives him that power. 

The Teamsters Brotherhood can make 
or break any strike. It can paralyze any 
industrial area. It can destroy an indus- 
try—or make it the smoothest, most effi- 
cient business in a community. In the 
Teamsters’ collective hands is the health 
of a city, its sanitation, its food supply. 

What does Beck have to say about labor 
discipline: 

‘Both labor and management have a 
job of internal education. Labor must edu- 
cate its members to the value of support- 
ing the industry in which they make a 
living. The problems must be spelled out 
and clear-cut answers given. Industry, 
likewise, must do a job of education within 
its own ranks—and this education should 
include some measure of appreciation of 
the role of the worker in industry. 

“‘Both labor and management have an 
external job to do in carrying their story 
to the public. In the weeks and months 
ahead, co-operation will be the keynote for 
our success. In working together, industry 
and labor will recognize the role of each.’’ 

For the local Teamsters leaders, he had 
this warning: 

‘“‘We have not time for the official who 
forgets his responsibilities to the people he 
serves and to his union. We are making 
changes and will make others.”’ 

If these words of a strong man are 
heeded, then those of us who alarm easily 
over concentrated power can rest a little 
easier. And Labor Days of the future will 
take on the dignity they deserve.

That’s why some 
of them, lacking papas and mamas with 
the sense to guide them, miss out on the 
intellectual equipment they’re going to need 
later and go through life square pegs in 
round holes—fitting nowhere, and able to 
do no one thing a little better than others. 
That is failure—final and sure. 

Better to be born a jaybird and live life’s 
brief span a raucous rebel among other 
birds, than face life with no learning, no 
skill and no chance at life’s better things.

They thought it would be 
great sport to hunt foxes. Well, maybe it 
is, for folks who live in the cities and don’t 
own stock or chickens. 

‘Foxes got 50 chickens out of one bunch 
for us last spring, and they go mad and 
bite animals and people. This county - is 
paying $2 or $3 bounty for a pair of foxes’ 
ears, but it won’t do much good until all 
the counties do the same, for they just 
move their dens from one woods to another 
when the trappers get after them.

Faces Crossroad 


WASHINGTON—Labor Day 1953 repre- 
sents something of a crossroad for organ- 
ized labor. For this is the first Labor Day 
in 26 years that labor has been on the out- 
side looking in. For 20 years labor en- 
joyed a situation wherein its top leaders 
were not only consulted at the White House 
but where the basic policy of both Roose- 

velt and Truman was 
aimed at what might be 
called a people’s ad- 
ministration. But today 
labor sees the man it 
vigorously opposed safe- 
ly ensconced in the 
White House, naturally 
inclined to favor the 
policies of the business- 
men who backed him 
rather than the labor 
leaders who bucked 
him. So, despite the appointment of Mar- 
tin Durkin, head of the AFL plumbers, as 
Secretary of Labor, organized sais frankly 
recognizes that it is a long way from hav- 
ing any voice in Washington. 

‘‘Durkin says that he’s been consulted on 
all labor problems,’’ remarked one _ top 
labor leader, ‘‘but what difference does that 
make when the Secretary of the Treasury 
increases interest rates on the mortgages 
Which every workingman has to pay? 

“Or what difference does Durkin’s con- 
sultation on labor problems make when the 
Treasury proposes a sales tax which in- 
creases the cost of living for every work- 
ingman? Or when the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration proposes cutting out cheap 
government electric power, thereby increas- 
ing the electric bill which workingmen 
have to pay? 

‘‘No,’’ concluded the leader, 
‘‘we are in the same position today as with 
Herbert Hoover. He had a labor man, 
William Nuckels Doak, in his cabinet. But 
Hoover’s policies were among the most 
reactionary in history—and led to one of 
the worst depressions in history. That’s 
what we have to look out for today.’’ 

The above viewpoint has caused two sig- 
nificant and important - moves in labor 
circles: 

1. The greatest stimulus in labor history 
toward unity; toward an amalgamation of 
the AFL and the CIO. 

2. A much greater effort to push poli- 
cies that will help lower bracket groups 
generally, regardless of whether they belong 
to labor unions. This includes social secu- 
rity, health benefits, lower taxes for the 
lower brackets, public power as against 
private power. 

Regarding point No. 2, most people 
don’t realize that the AFL maintains a man 
in Washington, Nelson Cruikshank, whose 
job it is to watch Congress regarding 
health legislation, not merely for organized 
labor but for the public generally. It was 
Cruikshank, among others, who helped in- 
crease congressional appropriations for can- 
cer, heart, palsy, ete., after Mrs. Hobby, 
Secretary for Health and Welfare, cut the 
money in. half. 

Also the public doesn’t realize that the 
AFL maintains an expert in Washington, 
ex-Congressman Andrew Biemiller of Wis- 
consin, whose job it is to watch other legis- 
lative matters such as taxes, public power, 
gas and utility rates, which also affect the 
lower bracket public. 

On the general welfare front, also, both 
the AFL and CIO now operate their own 
network radio programs for the first time 
in history. 

Furthermore, some labor leaders, stung 
by the one-sided treatment given their 
views by certain newspapers, especially in 
one-newspaper cities, are discussing the 
establishment of a daily newspaper with 
a national circulation, somewhat along the 
lines of The Christian Science Monitor. 

On point No. 1—unity—there has been 
no period since John L. Lewis bolted the 
AFL when the two great labor groups, the 
AFL and the CIO, have been nearer unity. 
Part of this has come about because of the 
policies of the Eisenhower administration; 
part because new and younger leaders are 
now in command.

Durkin Sweating 
In Labor Dilemma 


WASHINGTON—After the rash of jokes 
about the plumber and the eight million- 
aires in the Eisenhower cabinet, little has 
been heard of Secretary’ of Labor Durkin. 
He is a naturally modest and retiring man 
and, what is more, the Department of Labor 
in previous years was stripped of many of 
its functions. This does Ss 
not mean Durkin has 
been inactive. On the 
contrary, he has been 
the center of one of the 
sharpest controversies 
behind the scenes in the 
administration. This 
dispute revolves around 
changes to be made in 
the Taft-Hartley Law 
governing labor rela- 
tions. During long & — 
hours of argument Durkin until his ap- 
pointment as head of the AFL plumbers’ 
union—sat on one side of the table repre- 
senting organized labor while Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks spoke for busi- 
ness. The idea was to reach a common 
ground which would be the administration 
position on the law that has for so long 
been a political football. 

Then as Senator Taft, coauthor of the 
legislation, lay dying in a New York hos- 
pital the controversy suddenly broke into 
the open. On the day of Taft’s death news 
stories carried sections of a memorandum 
saia to have been approved at the White 
House calling for drastie revision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

It may have been the coincidence of 
headlines of Taft's death on the same front 
page with news stories detailing changes in 
the law he could not have been expected 
to approve. Or it may have been merely 
the premature leak of the document. In 
any event, the roof fell in with a flood of 
protests from business sources. 

Those protests continue to come from 
members of the National Association of 
Manufacturers and other conservative busi« 
ness organizations strongly opposed to any 
liberalization of the Taft-Hartley Law. The 
White House replies with what has become 
a form letter, stating the memorandum did 
not represent the White House position 
but was a summation of Durkin’s views. 

The secretary has kept his own coun- 
sel ever since, in public at any rate. But 
he is known to be pressing the White House 
for an agreement on what the Eisenhower 
administration wants to do about Taft-Hart- 
ley. 

The AFL convention is to be held in St, 
Louis beginning Sept. 21. The CIO convens 
tion will be in Cleveland starting Nov. 16, 
Traditionally the Secretary of Labor makes 
an important policy speech at each of these 
conventions. 

3ut if there is no agreement on this sube 
ject, then the secretary will have to core 
fine his remarks to expression of goodwill, 
which has been his oratorical fare since 
Jan. 20. At the White House the chances 
for any agreement before January, when 
Congress returns for the new session, are 
considered zero.

Spread Said Natural Not Norma

The idea persists that it is per- 
fectly natural to add pounds 
with birthdays—starting at about 
35. It may be natural, but it is 
no longer considered normal. 

At the mid-thirties, the problem 
is not acute—that is, you feel no 
pain. But weight that begins 
around 35 really bunches up by 
40, and it is then that overweight 
becomes a menace. Excess 
pounds between 40 and 50 pave 
the way for all those lurking 
diseases of middle age. 


So now, forewarned, do some- 
thing. First off, know what your 
normal weight should be and 
fix that weight range in your 
mind. Ideally, your normal 
weight at 26 is your best weight 
from then on to 100. 

The new adult weight chart, 
ignoring birthdays but basing 
weight on structure is a-help. In- 
cidentally, you may be interest- 
ed to know that the life insur- 
ance companies woke up to the 
need for more specific data when 
they discovered that after a cer- 
tain birthday, heavy folks were 
no longer around to be counted! 

There is a definite reason why 
ideal weight is based on struc- 
ture as well as height. It is 
‘fat’ that is a burden for ex- 
cess fat interferes with the nor- 
mal action of the heart. Heavy 
bones cannot be classed as fat. 
All the vital organs were con- 
structed to. take carevof a cer- 
tain total weight which includes 
structure. This makes it clear’ 
that the person with a big frame 
and heavy bones can weigh a lit- 


‘tle more and still not be fat. 


On the average, here is agood 


way to figure: Allow 100 to 105 
pounds for five feet of height 
for a slight to medium frame; 
105 to 110 pounds for a medium 
to heavy frame. Fair enough! 
Women may allow five pounds 
for each extra inch over five feet 
of height; men may allow 110 
pounds for the first five feet and 
> pounds for each additional 


inch. 

Hew to the line from 30 on 
and the years that follow can 
number somewhere near the 100 
mark. Skeptical? Well, there 
are more than 3,000 women and 
men in our country today who 
are past 100, but not one of them 
is heavy! So, many more happy 
birthdays to you!

Balance Is Problem 


By CHAL VINSON 

Assistant Professor of History, University of Georgia 

One of the major problems of a democratic society 
is to establish an equitable balance between groups hav- 
ing different interests. One field in which such balance 
has been a constant problem is that of management and 
labor. 

This problem is due largely to difficulties of adjusting to the 

vast development of industry which has taken place during the 


last century. A hundred years ago the United States was still 
primarily dependent on agricul- 


ture as the basis of its econ-. |

lation lived on farms. 
ment and society were adapted 
to economic and social condi- 
tions which had na altered 
radically for centuries. 

All of this was upset when 
the full impact of the indus- 
trial revolution began to make 
itself felt after 1860. In the 
thirty years after, the Civil 
War the abundant natural re- 
sources of the nation were ex- 
ploited with the aid of over

three billion in foreign 
fourteen million immigrants. 

Inventive genius and applied science produced in thirty-five 
vears more than ten times the number of inventions developed 
in the previous seventy years. During this period of time 
the number of factories in the nation was multiplied more than 
five times. 

The development of the trust and holding companies created 
a concentration of more wealth and power in the hands of fewer 
and fewer people. 

During the first years of this revolution the government 
made no attempt to regulate industry. Public interest began 
to suffer and by 1887 the government took its first steps 
toward restoring balance when it began to regulate interstate 
commerce. 

Meanwhile labor became dissatisfied with its place in the 
new, world created by the revolution. The vast growth of cor- 
porati®ns and the mechanization of the plants worked to decrease 
the influence and value of the individual laborer. Unions were 
developed on a nation-wide scale to represent the interest of the 
workers 

The National Labor Union and the Knights of Labor were 
short-lived pioneers in this direction, but it was not until the 
organization of the American Federation of Labor in 1886 that 
an effective force was established. Despite strikes, violence, 
and the gradual development of governmental interest labor did 
not become a powerful factor in the life of the nation until 
the 1930's. 

The Roosevelt administration inaugurated an era of govern- 
ment support for labor with the adoption of ,article 7a of the 
NRA code in 1933. This guaranteed labor the right to organize 
and bargain collectively. Subsequent legislation provided for 
regulation of labor practices affecting interstate commerce. 
(1935), and established a minimum wage and hour law (1938). 

Unions began to grow rapidly with membership increasing 
from 2,800,000 in 1933 to 4,164,000 in 1936 and 8,265,000 in 1938. By 
1950 membership was over 16,000,000. Part of this growth was 
offset by the split of the CIO from the AFL. Nonetheless, the 
power of unions grew tremendously. One expression of this 
power came in strikes which increased from 637 in 1930 to the 
record high of 4.985 in 1946. 

The pendulum of power had moved. so far in the direction 
of labor that the government began altering its policy of support. 
In 1947 the controversial Taft-Hartley bill was adopted. This, 
according to its supporters, was designed to correct the abuse 
of power by unions, but its opponents labeled it a ‘‘slave labor’’ 
bill. In any event, strikes have decreased since its adoption 
and unions have continued to grow. 

The American effort to harmenize the interest of labor and 
capital in a revolutionary period has succeeded in producing an 
economy in which both have profited without a violent political 
conflict. 


This is a remarkable feat when contrasted with the radical 
solutions of this problem—communism and fascism—which have 
been adopted abroad. Success is not static. The problem of bal- 
ance continues, but with a continued devotion to democratic 
ideals, a spirit of compromise. and a sense of responsibility 
continued achievement will be the result.

the body can make it. 

Dr. Ancel Keys, a Icading ex- 
pert on this subject, has found 
that a low cholesterol diet cannot 
be counted on to lower the amount 
of cholesterol circulating in the 
blood. Fortunately, one can lower 
with diet the concentration of the 
large molecules containing choles- 
terol. Gofman has found, also, 
that small amounts of a drug call- 
ed heparin (its administration 
would have to be watched by a 
physician) tend to lower the! 
amount of dangerous cholesterol 
in the blood. 

I have an idea that some day 
the chief medical officers of in- 
surance companies will be more 
interested in the test for large 
cholesterol ‘molecules in a_ per- 
son's blood than in any other test, 
granting that this continues. to 
throw most light on the __indivi- 
dual’s tendency to heart attacks. 
If I were a director of a ‘large 
insurance company I would now 
be asking that much money be 
put into research on the large 
molecules. Because the measur- 
ing of these molecules requires 
special skills and big centrifuges 
that cost about $30,000 each, the 
work cannot vet be done in ordi- 
nary commercial laboratories. 

In order to facilitate the work 
and to make the tests available 
fo men and women throughout 
the country, Dr. John Gofman 
and some of his friends have 

set up a nonprofit organization 
called The Institute of Medical 
Physics, with offices in Belmont, 
Calif. A person’s physician can 
write the laboratury for a special 
container in wkich a sample of 
blood can be sent.
